instead of the many divisions of au- 
thority which have hitherto obtained, 


will bo two groat departments, Inter-* 
dependent and under itho direct con- 
trol of the line. One will bo concern- 
ed with ship construction, the other, 
with steam engineering. -There.will 
be. sub-divisions, but all of these will 
bo responsible toi the two great.beads. 


In general tho organization will be 


similar to that of any of the other 
big and successful shipbuilding com- 
panies.

line, must have a certain thickness 
of armor and a certain steam radius. 
The admiralty then turns to the naval 
constructors and asks what displace- 
ment Is needed to embody 
all 
of 


theso features. Tho construction corps 
makes the necessary calculations and 
tolls the amount of tonnage that is 
needed. Then the vessel is built. , 


In our own navy tho reverse 
has 


been the case. Heretofore a civilian 
secretary, merely a. temporary official, 
lays before Congress a plea fo'r a cer- 
tain number of ships. Congress usual- 
ly cuts the pleai In ha/If and then ha- 
bitually adds tho stipulation that the 
ones which It permits to ho construct- 
ed must not exceed such nnd such a 
displacement. 


Now what happens? 
The various 


bureaus of the navy arc turned loose 
on the plans. Tho Bureau o[ Steam 
Engineering would make tho now ves- 
sels museums of machinery. Tho Bu- 
reau of Ordnance would bold up 
Its 


end by sending them afloat 
protect- 


ed by armor of

and armed with batteries of tremen- 
dous power. 
Tho Bureau of Equip- 


ment would Install tho latest devices 
that como within its province.

Washington, Nov. 26.—The Nlcarag- 


uatlon situation Wednesday was ex- 
actly where it 
was Sunday night, 


when secretary Knox stated that the 
Department was waiting lor detailed 
information from lianauga before tak- 
ing any further steps. 
The vice- 


consul at the oapi'al, Mr. Caldera, is 
presumably working on 
the 
case, 


but so far nothing has been heard 
from him. 
The Department appre- 


ciates the fact that the vice-consul is 
laboring at a great disadvantage and 
believes it to be .more than likely 
that every obstacle in the way of 
taining exact information of the cir- 
cumstances connected with the arrest 
arid execution of the two Americans 
is being put in his way. The Depart- 
ment Is especially anxious to obtain 
full information as to the status of 
the Americans at the time of the ar- 
rest, particularly as to whether or 
not they were cooperating with the 
revolutionist army. The officials arc 
proceeding with deliberation , and it 
may be a day or two .before anything 
definite is received on which the De 
partment could act. 


If it fan be proven, as seems doubt 


f«l, thai they really were responsible 
for the planting of mines for the. pur- 
pose of blowing up troopships of the 
Xicaraguan 
Government and were 


acting in tills matter on their own 
responsibility, their status would be 
very different from what it would be 
were they acting as a part of the 
revolutionary forces, it is this point 
that the Slate Department is trying 
to clear up before it takes any ag- 
gressive action against Zelaya. The 
American vice consul at- Managua 
Henry Caldera has been instructed 
to obtain all possible information on 
this subject, and it is believed that 
other agencies also have been em- 
ployed for the same -purpose; and un- 
til . this information is received it is 
extremely doubtful 
if 
the United 


States will take any steps looking te 
the chastisement of Zelaya beyond 
putting itself in a position 
to act 


promptly should occasion require it. 
It is believed that plans for the con- 
centration of warships and marines 
on the Nlcaraguan coast will contin- 
ue, and it may be that this show of 
force will have a marked effect in 
stimulating the energies and hopes 
of the revolutionists and result In 
large accessions to their army from 
the disaffected portions of the coun- 
try 110^' held by Zelaya's army.

ment today announced the departure

Port Union, Costa Rica. The Mari- 
etta is on her way from Guantanamo 
to Port Umon.
